the few dollars needed. Three cents

The Board of Health today issued 


a condensation of borough ordi- 
nances governing the disposition of 
dish water and garbage within the 
borough, to better acquaint resi- 
dents with the existing health and 
sanitation regulations. 


Health Officer Eugene S. Sickles 


said occupants of dwelling houses, 
apartments, stores, stands, restaur- 
ants, boarding houses and hotels will 
be expected to comply with the regu- 
lations and henceforth violations 
will be followed by prosecutions 
The ordinances provide for arrest 
and imposition of fines for violations. 


"Wash "water, scrubbing water, 


dish water, etc., must be emptied 
into sewer-connected drams," the 
health board pointed out. "It is 
illegal to empty such water into 
gutters, alleys, or into open drams 
leading to gutters or alleys." 


Garbage Disposition 


The following condensed rules for 


disposition of garbage were also an- 
nounced: 


Garbage must be kept in contain- 


ers of non-absorbent material, water 
tight and fly tight, and be provided 
with closely fitted covers, made of 
non-absorbent material; containers 
must be provided with handles. 


Containers for garbage shall be 


used only for garbage. No water, 
other than that which accumulates 
naturally from table refuse, may be 
emptied in the containers. 


Containers shall be kept covered 


and after they are emptied they 
shall be cleaned by occupants of 
homes or other buildings. Contain- 
ers must be kept in repair. 


No garbage or other refuse shall 


be allowed to accumulate, at any 
time, on the ground, or be deposited 
on highways, vacant lots, nor be 
thrown into any stream or other 
body of water 


The board stressed this regulation 


as important- On the days when 
collection of garbage or refuse is to 
be made, container's must be placed 
on the premises at a point acces- 
sible from an alley if possible, and 
not on the streets, sidewalks or in 
the alleys.

Tile Board of Health today Issued 
a condensation of 
borough ordi­ 
nances governing the disposition of 
dish water and garbage within the 
borough, to better acquaint resi­ 
dents with the existing health and 
sanitation regulations. 
Health Officer Eugene S. Sickles 
said occupants of dwelling houses, 
apartments, stores, stands, restaur­ 
ants, boarding houses and hotels will 
be expec ted to comply with the regu­ 
lations and 
henceforth 
violations 
will 
be followed 
by 
prosecutions. 
The ordinances provide for arrest 
and imposition of fines for violations. 
"Wash "Water, 
scrubbing 
water, 
dish water, etc , must be emptied 
into sewer-connected drains,” the 
health board pointed out. "It is 
illegal to empty such water into 
gutters, alleys, or into open drams 
leading to gutters or alleys.” 
Garbage Disposition 
The following condensed rides for 
disposition of garbage were also an­ 
nounced : 
Garbage must be kept in contain­ 
ers of non-absorbent material, water 
tight and fly tight, and be provided 
with closely fitted covers, made of 
non-absorbent material; containers 
must be provided with handles. 
Containers for garbage shall be 
used only for garbage. No water, 
other than that which accumulates 
naturally from table refuse, may be 
emptied in the containers. 
Containers shall be kept covered 
and after they are emptied they 
shall be cleaned by occupants of 
homes or other buildings. Contain­ 
ers must be kept in repair. 
No garbage or other refuse shall 
be allowed to accumulate, at any 
time, on the ground, or be deposited 
on highways, vacant lots, nor be 
thrown into any stream or other 
body of water. 
The board stressed this regulation 
as important: On the days when 
collection of garbage or refuse Is to 
be made, containers must be placed 
on the premises at a point acces­ 
sible from an alley if possible, and 
not on the streets, sidewalks or in 
the alleys.

Nov. 12 (/Pi — The 
luxury liner Corsair, former yaclit 
of J. Pierpont Morgan, ran aground 
on rocks a t the entrance to the 
harbor of Acapulco, Mexico, early 
today. 
About 55 passengers and a crew 
of 77 were taken off safely by a 
flotilla of small boats, including life­ 
boats of the 343-foot vessel. No loss 
of life or injuries were .sported. 
The rocks tore a hole in the ves­ 
sel’s 
bow. 
However, her 
skipper, 
Capt H Nedden of Vancouver. B C , 
was able to pull her free by her own 
power But because she was taking 
in water by the bow. Nedden beached 
her. 
Aboard was John M Allen, Seattle, 
general passenger, agent of Pacific 
Cruise Lines, which operates the 
“Corsair’’ for owners Skinner and 
Eddy of Seattle. Allen telephoned 
co-owner David E. Skinner from 
Acapulco with details of the acci­ 
dent. 
Skinner said Nedden, who has 
skippered the vessel since July, 1948, 
is familiar with Acapulco waters 
Allen attributed the crash to steer­ 
ing engine failure, although he said 
the exact cause had not been de­ 
termined. 
Tile “Corsair” operated as a lux­ 
ury cruiser between Los Angeles and 
Acapulco In the w inter and between 
Vancouver and Alaska in the sum ­ 
mer.

NEW GYM FOR 
| 
MOUNTAINEERS 
NEARLY READY 


With the construction of the gym­ 
nasium approaching its final stages, 
Mount St. Mary's college, Emmits­ 
burg, will have a new and modern 
building which will be a valuable 
asset to the expanding athletic pro­ 
gram at the Mount. 
The native stone in front of the 
structure 
is complete except 
for 
the pointing. The installation of 
Sarge window frames will insure a 
satisfactory ventilation and light. 
The two front entrances of the 
gymnasium open into a large lobby 
having a concrete floor with a hard 
metallic 
finish. 
The 
courts 
are 
reached by steel stairways on each 
side, and the maple flooring over­ 
tire sub-flooring will insure long 
lasting courts. The main court will 
be of regulation size 96 feet bv 50 
feet, and will be crossed bv three 
intra-mural courts 40 feet by 78 
feet each. This will help to alleviate 
the 
congestion 
when 
intramural 
teams are playing. There will be a 
seating capacity of 1,500. 
The heating system is so ar­ 
ranged that the gymnasium proper 
can be heated within less than a 
half hour, although the side rooms 
will keep a constant temperature 
Scientific 
lighting 
is 
being 
pro­ 
vided. with emergency lighting be­ 
ing installed In case of power failure. 
Floodlights are also to be installed 
on the outside, and the building 
will be wired for television. 
Shower 
rooms, 
dressing 
rooms, 
rest rooms, and offices are at the 
rear of the building. Separate ooms 
will be available for visiting teams 
and the home team, as well as ii 
room for the officials. 
Supply rooms and rooms for box­ 
ing, wrestling, and other activities 
will be along the sides of the build­ 
ing. 
A parking area with accommo­ 
dations for approximately IOO cars 
will be located at the end of Echo 
field. 
The building is expected to be 
ready for use early in January. At 
a later date it is hoped to add 
wings which will accommodate a 
swimming pool, a bowling alley, and 
any other needed recreational faci­ 
lities.

of Italy's prewar African colonies— 
Somaliland, Eritrea and Libia. The 
committee approved a proposal to 
send Italy'back as trustee of Somali- 
land for ten years, after which the 
colony win become independent. 
Russia and her satellites abstained 
from voting, being in the minority.

The committee also has agreed 


that Libia shall become independent 
not later than Jan. 1, 1952. Eritrea 
is still under discussion.

PIONEER COLUMNIST . 


Few there are who know that per- 


haps our earliest newspaper column- 
ist was Lafcadio Hearn, who went 
to New Orleans from Cincinnati in 
1877, 
securing a position on the 


Daily City Item in 1878. Later he was 
employed by the Times-Democrat, 
where, though unknown as a literary 
figure, he wrote brief pieces that at- 
tracted wide attention. 


These column pieces were written 


upon a variety of topics, such as 
"Creole Servant Girls," "Old-Fash- 
ioned," "Houses," "Washerwomen." 
"Furnished Rooms," "The City of 
Dreams," "Ghosteses," "Home," and 
many a topic of current interest. 
Most of these articles were illus- 
trated by a wood carving that Hearn 
did with his pen knife on wood- 
blocks on the backs of old wooden 
types which had been used for ad- 
vertisements. 


The talent of this remarkable man 


was not long in being recognized 
and many friends in New Orleans 
took an interest in him, giving him 
encouragement. He was a small, 
strange looking little man, with but 
one eye that he could use, one being 
destroyed while in school in Eng- 
land, but even that one good eye 
gave him only 30 per cent vision. 
Yet from that humble beginning 
Lafcadio Hearn's name and fame 
have become almost worldwide in 
literature.

U. S. TIGHTENS 
CONTROL ON 
RUSS SUPPLIES 


By .TAMES MARLOW 
Washington. Nov. 12 t/P) — The 
government this week tightened Just 
a little more its control on anything 
which might help Russia or its allies 
re-arm or make war. 
This is how the control grew. 
After tho war. while relations with 
Russia still were pretty good, the 
only real clamps the government put 
on goods shipped abroad were on 
those needed here because they were 


I scarce 
By 
March. 
1948. most of 
the 
scarcities had disappeared but rela­ 
tions w;th Russia had soured. 
This country didn't want Russia 
or the other Communist-controlled 
countries in eastern Europe, part Of 
the Soviet bloc, to receive American 
goods which might help the bloc get 
ready for war. 
The government — through the 
State department and the Com­ 
merce department — did two things: 
I 
The State department took con- 
1 trol over what items of direct mili­ 
tary aid. like arms or ammunition, 
could be shipped anywhere. 
And the Commerce department 
drew up a list of items which might 
be of direct military help to the 
Soviet bloc — like aviation gasoline

Or 
I just let a limited amount go over­ 
seas. 
From time to time 'inca March, 
1948, the Commerce department has 
revised this special list. But as time 
went on another nroblem developed 
Suppose a pertain kind of machin­ 
ery — on the list of goods which 
reeded an export license if sent to 
Europe — could be sent to Latin 
America without a license and in 
unlimited amounts. 
Then suppose it was rc-shinoed 
from there to the Soviet bloc. That 
left a loophole. So a couple of weeks 
ago the government began putting 
world controls on some goods which, 
if thev reached the Communists, 
might help them prepare for war. 
Goods on thi* special world-con- 
trol list needed approval of the Com­ 
merce department before they could 
be shipped anywhere. Here are some 
of the items on that world list: 
Aviation gasoline, special punc- 
’ ture-proof 
inner-tubes 
for 
tires, 
some kinds of electrical generators, 
machinery for refining oil. 
So far we’ve been talking about 
finished products like machinery and 
oil. They were the result of Amer­ 
ican brains. But what of unfinished 
products of American brains like 
plans for machinery, or technical 
information? 
If sent to the Soviet bloc, or to 
any place which might re-ship them 
there, in time they might be m-ed 
against us.
